January  10,  2326 

An  interesting  document  was  found  in  the  ruins  of  an  ancient  school  building.     This  document  gives 
us  the  history  of  each  of  the  class  members  that  graduated  from  that  school  in  1956.

First,  there  was  Marcia  Scheidt  who 
was  a  famous  pianist.     It  is  said  that  her  fame  was  greater  than  that  of  Liberace.    Marilyn  Stukey  be- 
came the  most  celebrated  opera  singer  of  all  times. 

Ronald  Putman  was  a  very  famous  criminal  lawyer.     He  was  said  to  be  another  Perry  Mason. 

Bruce  Baker,  or  Judge  Baker  as  he  was  known  to  many,  became  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States. 

Rodney  Smith,  or  Doc  Smith,  was  a  famous  doctor.  He  was  said  to  have  saved  the  lives  of  many 
people.
